sersons were killed in serious riots 
which started here today. Government 
buildings were burned, and the Gov- 
ernor of Trinidad was forced to take 
refuge on the cruiser Pallas, lying in 
the harbor. 

The government recently passed an 
ordinance increasing the cost of water, 
following the building of new water- 
works. Public meetings had been held 
to protest against increased rates, and 
a demonstration was made when the 
legislative council] met today. A great 
crowd surrounded the bullding, and 
when someone threw a stone at the 
building, the crowd became a surging 
mob. The place was set on Gre and 
burned, and the mob began looting 
stores in searching for firearms. Then 
an attack was made on .the Governor's 
house. The Governor escaped with 
considerable difficulty, his carriage be- 
ing’ destroyed by the mob. With the 
director of the waterworks, the Gov- 
ernor took refuge on the British cruiser 
Pallas. 

The police read the riot act. and re- 
peated charged upon the mob, but 
could make little headway, and finally 
fired into the crowds. At least six rict- 
ers were Killed, and a large number 
were wounded. As the rioting con- 
tinued, despite the police. the com- 
mander of the Pallas ianded 200 ma- 
rines and blue jackets, with gatling 
Suns, with inetructions to restore 
and maintain order. Large numbers of 
responsible citizens were sworn in as 
special officers to assist in controling 
the mob. 

The presence of sailors, ready to 
sweep the streets with their guns, 
cowed the mob, and partial order has 
been restored. Excitement is still very 
great, however, and it is feared there 
ver be fresh outbreaks during the 
n t.

Habeas Corpus. 


Grand Jury to Investigate the 
Bribery of Legislators. 


More Rottenness in Government 
of Missouri Likely to 
Be Exposed. 


THE AdsOCIATED PREss—A.M.) 

JEFFERSON CITY (Mo.) March 23. 
~I. L. Page, newspaper correspondent, 
and Col. Hickox, Senate clerk, who 
were committed to jail this week for 
contempt of the Houge of Representa- 
tives, in refusing to answer questions 
put by that body as to where, and 
for what purpose they came into pos- 
session of $1000 each, were released 
by the Supreme Court today on a writ 
of habeas corpus. 

The investigation by the House grew 
out of the charges of bribery in con- 
nection with the enactment of certain 
legisiation. Page and Hickox, who re- 
fused to answer questions put by the 
investigating committee, were sent to 
jall. A writ of habeas @rpus was 
appWed for last week, and today, after 
brief arguments, Chief Justice Robin- 
son and Justice Cantt ordered the 
release of the prisoners without retir- 
ing for consultation. Judge Robinson 
stated that there was some conflict 
in authority regarding habeas corpus 
in this case, but the great weight of 
authority appeared to the court to pro- 
tect the witness and lIeft it to the 
witness to judge for himself as to 
what questions he should or should 
not answer. In discharging the pris- 
oners, the court held could 
stand on their constitutio rights, 
and protect themselves. 

Before the Iegisiature adjourned 
sine die, at noon today, Judge Hazel! 
of the Cole County Circuit Court con- 
vened the «"_ 14 jury in special session 
to investig..c the charges of boodling 
which have been openly made.

CANADIAN WOOD PULP. 


That from Quebec Held Liable for Ad- 

ditional Duty, but+Ontarie Product is 

Declared t Exempt. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

NEW YORK, March 23.—The Board 
of Classification of the United General 
Appraisers today decided the Canadian 
wood-pulp case which has attracted 
@ great deal of attention not only 


from manufacturers of both pulp and; 


paper, but from newspapers as well. 

Two distant uestions were pre- 
sented to the board. One related to pulp 
imported from Quebec and the other 
to pulp from Ontario. In each case 
the pulp was from wood cut on “Crown 
lands." Under the law of Quebec the 
commissioner of the Crown lands is 
authorized to grant licen to cut 
timber on the ungranted lands of the 
Crown, subject to the payment of a 
tax of 65 cents per cord for pulp-wood 
cut, a rebate of 25 cents per cord be- 
ing allowed on “timber manufactured 
into paper puip in the dominion of 
Canada.’ The United States customs 
authorities levied an additional duty 
equal to the 25 centq rebate allowed. 

The Board of Classification overrules 
the protest relating to the pulp from 
Quebec, and the action of the collector 
in that particular case is sustained. 

Precisely the same additional duty 
has been imposed upon the pulp from 
Under the law of that 
province, however, no one is permitted 
to cut pulp-wood on Crown lands, un- 
less it is to be manufactured in 
Canada. rds importatiors 
from Ontario the Doard holds that the 
province of Ontafio “levies no export 
duty upon wood-pulp exported from 
its limits and therefore the additional 
duty imposed by the collector upon 
the merchandise from that province 
was improperly assessed, and his de- 
cision On that point is reversed, and 
he is instructed to reliquidate the entry 
so as to assess no such additional 
duty.” 

The decisions appealed from were 
made by the collectors of custome at 
Burlington, Vermont and Marquette, 
Mich.. under instructions from the 
treasury department. 

An appeal to the Federal 
probably will be taken. 


ERUPTIVE SOUFRIERE. 


Activity of the Volcano is Causing 


Despondency Among the Inhabitants 

of the Island. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

KINGSTOWN (8t. Vincent) March 
23.—_{By West Indian Cable.] The ac- 
tivity of the Soufriere during last 
night was less formidable than during 
Saturday, but the volcano is now again 
in violent eruption, throwing a biack 
cloud over the entire colony. The peo- 
ple are terrified. 

The lands beyond Georgetown and 
Chateau Relaire, where the erosion of 
the former deposits has been reported 
since last October, are again over- 
whelmed,. causing serious hindrance to, 
if not the complete abandonment of, 
future cultivation.

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA. 
March 23.—Dr. David Starr Jordan of 
Stanford delivered the principal ad- 
dress here today at the exercises com- 
memorating the thirty-fourth anni- 
versary of the founding of the Univer- 
sity of California. Gov. Pardee was 
the other speaker. Dr. Jordan spoke 
on “American University Tendencies.” 
and during the course of his remarks 
spoke vigorously against the col- 
legiate system whereby men are re- 
quired to study things that they do 
not intend to use. He denounced men 
who come to college to win prominence 
in athletics, or shine as social lights. 
Dr. Jordan recommends that these

PAIR OF SUSPECTS 
SHOWN TO CAR MEN. 


Conducfor Meister not Positive That 
One of Them is the “Robber Chief, 
but Thinks There is Resemblance— 
Police Hot on Trail. 


DOO 


: Conductor F. M. Meister stated ; 
last night that he had seen at the ~ 
Police Station a man who looked 

: like the leader of the bandits 
who held up the Santa Monica 
car Saturday night. 

The police refuse to give out 
any information with regard to 
arrests, but it is positively known 
that two suspects are now con- 
fined in the City Jail. , 

This is the most assuring news 
that has come to light since the 

@ enactment of that terrifying 
scene on the outskirts of the city. 


Conductor F. M. Meister came to The 
Times office last evening and gave the 
important information that two sus- 
pects had been arrested, and that he 
had seen them. The conductor and 
Motorman Charles Currin were called 
to the City Jail last evening, they said, 
to view the two suspects for the pur- 
pose of identification. The captives 
were taken from thelr cells and led 
down the corridor and back past the 
street car men and numerous officers. 
Nothing was said, and the prisoners ap- 
parently were unaware of the object 
for which they were paraded. 

When the hold-up occurred, the 
motorman ducked down behind the 
benches in such a manner as to pre- 
vent him from observing the robbers, 
and all he obtained was a quick glance 
at the beginning. Currin was conse- 
quently unable last night to identify 
either of the suspects. Conductor 
Meister, from his position in the sec- 
ond seat from the front of the car, ob-

tained a good view of the desperado 
who engaged in a duel with Hender- 
son. 

The young conductor, who was the 
first tagshout a warning of the im- 
pending hold-up to the passengers, in- 
clines to the belief that one of the 
men in jail was the leader of the out- 
law trio. After viewing them at the 
Police Station last night, he sald: 

“I do not know what evidence the 
police have against the two men under 
arrest, but one of them certainiy looks 
like the fellow who did the shooting at 
the front end. However, 1 would not 
positively identify him as the robber, 
for I only secured a cursory glance 
at him. I would rather have time to 
think over the events of those ex- 
citing moments before making any 
positive statement about the episode. 

“In several particulars the suspect 
seems to conform to the leader of the 
robbers, as I remember him, and as 
other persons have described him. 
The pronounced point of similarity is 
in his nose. The handkerchief mask 
of the robber was tightly drawn, and 
seemed to show a prominent nose. The 
fellow in custody has just such a 
nose. The suspect is short and heavy 
set, like the robber, and wore dark 
clothes similar to those of the hold- 
up man. 

‘The second suspect I scarcely gut a 
good look at, but feel sure I cannot 
identify him. Motorman Currin could 
not tell about either man, and I do 
not want to be quoted as being at all 


positive.” 
ROBBER WAS HIT. 

Another interesting fact, and about 
the only one to leak out at police h»ad- 
quarters, was that one of the robbers 
was surely struck by a bullet from 
Henderson's revolver. Chief Elton de- 
clared he had positive knowledge that 
one of the bandits was wounded, but 
declined to tell how he came by the 
important information. The vifictal 
etaternent tends to confirm the bel:ef 
that effective work has been Jone by 
the detectives during the past twenty- 
four hours toward bringing the villains 
to justice. 

Chief Elton’s very significant state- 
ment might be interpreted to mean 
either of two things. The first ts that 
one of the captives bears a wound two 
days old, which has lent positive evi- 
dence of the guilt of himself and his 
fellow-prisoner. When exhibited te the 
car men neither of the suspects gave 
outward evidence of being injured, but 
the wound might easily be so trivial as 
not to be discerned except by private 
examination. Henderson yesterday 
furnished new Hight on the affair by 
stating that he fired upon two OF the 
robbers, one of whom was standing 
on the ground several feet avay froin 
the Opposite side of the car. Suppor- 
ing Meister's identification of the leader 
correct. this other man might heve 
been the one injured, and he may be* 
recovering elsewhere under guard 

Henderson testified that the third rob- 
ber was out on the ground several! feet 


away from the s'de of the car. He 


said he arose and stepped forward to | 


a position almost opposite the coor as he 


fired downward, and his antagonist was 
standing on the ground, although the 
latter might have had one foot on the 
ear step. Henderson deciared that after 
his first two shots the robber out in 
the darkness fired upon him, and he 
then turned about and fired twice to- 
ward the point where the flashes came 
from in the darkness. A round break 
in one window pane on the outer side 
and near the end where Henderson 
stood, would seem to indicate that one 
of the robbers did fire from the side of 
the car. Thus it is that either one of 
the two robbers who fired on Hender- 
son might be the one whom the Chief 
says he positively knows was wounded. 


POLICE SEEM CONFIDENT. 

An atmosphere of confidence _ 
vaded the limited circle which sectres 
knowledge of important secret infor- 
mation at police headquarters. The 
tension under which the peace officers 
have labored since the big crime was 
apparently relieved, and this feeiing 's 
proof that there is ‘something doing.” 

The police have realized from the 
first that the car hold-up was the hard- 
est crime to deal with, of the many 
committed hereabouts during thé win- 
ter. The passengers were unable to 
give anything but the barest possible 
descriptions of their masked assail- 
ants. and there was no booty secured, 
through the disposal of which they 
might be tracked. After the robbers 
had made good their escape from the 
scene, about the only definite clew 
left was the doubtful wounding of one 
of their number. If the injury iIn- 
flicted was at all serious the man 
would be forced to apply for medical 
treatment somewhere, and it was hoped 
that through this phase of the affair 
the whole trio might be apprehended. 

With such a hard case in such pre- 
carious shape the detectives have 
closely guarded information that might 
injure the ends of justice, and for this 
reason they last night declined to give 
out anything except that the entire 
detective force was hard at work. 
Chief Elton and his wen, retnforced 
by Sheriff White and his deputies, 
have conducted a splendid campaign, 
whatever may be the result. 

INQUEST DEVELOPS LITTLE. 

A Coroner's inquost was held at Orr 
& Hines’ undertaking parlors yester- 
day over the body of George A. Gris- 
wold, the Manson, Iowa, banker who 
was shot to death by the bandits. Aix 
witnesses testified, but beyond affect- 


ing in ‘some minor respects the de- 
taile of the trageay as ported, the 
inquiry developed little. The teati- 


mony showed that the passengers se- 
cured only a very vague idea of the 
appearance of the robbers. and there 
was some difference of opinion _re- 
garding incidents of the tragic affair. 

In a general way the paseengers tes- 
tified that the desperado at the front 
end was short, and of rather heavy 
build; that he wore a white handker- 
chief for a mask, and a black soft hat, 
with narrow brim, and was dressed in 
black or very dark clothes, with sack 
coat. The most conspicuous point 
concerning this man was the general 
agreement that he had a very prom- 
inent nose, which showed plainly, as 
the big handkerchief was drawn tight- 
ly across it and knotted on his fore- 
head. The robber on the rear plat- 
form who did such terrible execution 
with his gun was described as being 
fuly six feet tall and slim; he wore a 
suit of light material, said by some 
to have looked like khaki, and had a 
light-shade hat, small. and something 
like a cap. Nobody was able to de- 
scribe the third man. 

Eight witnesses testified, as follows: 
C. A. Henderson, who étarted the fatal 
fusillade: Dr. George W. Campbell, 
autopsy physician: Dr. H. Barnes, 
who was shot through the left hand: 
Miss Anna Funk, aunt of the mur- 
dered tourist: Conductor F. M. Meis- 
ter, Motorman Charlies Currin, . Dr. 
Francis A. Kellogg and W. E. Davis. 
The jury returned a_ verdict that “de- 
ceased. came to his death by gunshot 
wounds inflicted by parties unknown, 
with intent to murder.” 

Dr. Campbell said 
showed that the bullet 
skull at the back about where the 
spinal cord enters the brain cavity, 
splitting in three pieces, two of which 
went clear to the roof of the skull and 
the other remaining in the brain. Mra. 
H. J. Griswold and Miss Anna Funk 
will start for Iowa with the body to- 
morrow, if Mrs. Griswold is sufficiently 
recovered from her prostration. : 

OFFICERS AND REWARDS. 

Probably a greater number of officers 
has engaged in the hunt for the trio of 
robbers than for any perpetrators of 
crime in this vicinity. The whole de- 
tective force and several special oMf- 
cers have worked on the case: the 
Sheriff has a small squad out, and the 
large reward offered has resulted in 
enlisting numerous local private de- 
tectives and some officers, from coun- 
try districts. 

The aggregate reward outstanding 
for the capture of all three of the ban- 
dita is $4700. 

The Los Angeles-Pacifie Railway 
Company yesterday formally an- 
nounced that it would pay $1000 for 
any one, or $2500 for all of the outlaws. 

The Supervisors yesterday voted a 
prize of $500 apiece for the men. The 
City Council hung up %500 for the ar- 
rest of the robbers. Chief Elton and 
Sheriff White promised to swell the 
fund $100 each if the right men are 
taken. 

The Los Angeles-Pacific Railway t«- 
sued the following formal notice of 
their reward: 

“We hereby offer a reward of $1000 
for the arrest and conviction of any 
one of the desperadoes who held up the 
Santa Monfca car on the night of 
March 21, 1903; and further offer that 
for the arrest and conviction of all 
three we will increase the reward to 
$2500.""

TO BE SPREAD IN EAST. 


LOS ANGELES ASSOCIATION WILL 
SEND OUT MISSIONARY. 

Need for Salvation of Arid Lands to 
Be Explained in New York—Public 
Asked to Aid in Work—Benefits Al- 

ready Materializing. 


If plane of local trrigationists are 
carried out, there soon will go to New 
York a missionary from Los Angeles 
who willl carry with him the gospel 
of arid-land reclamation in the great 
Southwest. His mission will be to 
make converts to the cause in which 
the United States government has 
enlisted, whereby land now barren is 
to be made to give forth its fruits 
through the application of water, mak- 
ing homes for millions and adding to 
the prosperity of the country. 

At a meeting yesterday afternoon of 
members of the Executive Committee 
of the Southern California section, Na- 
tional Irrigation Association, the mat- 
ter of sending a representative East 
was discussed, and it was the unani- 
mous opinion of those present that 
great good could be accomplished in 
this manner. 

The meeting was an adjourned ses- 
sion of last Thursday's gathering of 
the same body, and those present were 
Homer Laughiin, M. J. Newmark, 
J. H. Braly., J. M. Schneider, M. H. 
Newmark, Frank Simpson, Abbot Kin- 
ney and C. B. Boothe, chairman of the 
Southern California section, who also 
holds the same position in the Ad- 
visory Committee of the national as- 
sociation. Letters were received from 
two absent members of the commit- 
tee, L. W. Blinn and H. R. Boynton, 
who indorsed the proposition made by 
George H. Maxwell last week that 
irrigation interests would benefit from 
the sending of a man into the Eaat, 
where the subject is little understood. 

A resolution was adopted to the ef- 
fect that members of the committee 
present belleved it desirable to have 
representation at New York, and that 
immediate steps should be taken to 
raise the funds necessary for the work. 
The chairman was instructed to pre- 
pare a circular setting forth the aims 
and purposes of the work that it is de- 
sired to accomplish, and stating the 
benefits to Southern California that 
are expected to follow. The circular 
will be signed by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the local branch of the as- 
sociation, and will be placed in the 


hands of business men and citizens for 
indorsement and support. 
| ©, B. Boothe has been suggested as 
|} the proper man to carry on the work 
in New York, and yesterday he an- 
nounced his willingness to go there for 
a few months, until other arrange- 
ments can be made. The project is 
for a representative to remain East 
for at least a year, and to secure funds 
to pay his expenses through the arous- 
ing of interest among civic organiza- 
tions and citizens of Los Angeles. 
While the government has made ap- 
propriations for irrigation projects 
throughout the United States, only a 
amall beginning has been made, and it 
ts felt that ifthe great Southwest i« to 
receive its share of the benefits there 
must be loyal support from this section. 
In the East there is a lack of compre- 
henston of the importance of the work, 
and it is to educate the people there 
that the desirability exists for sending 
a commissioner to create a proper in- 
terest. The representative from South- 
ern California, should he be sent, not 
only will work among business «men 
who wil benefit from the expansion of 
trade incident to the development of 
the country, but he wll present the 
matter in its sociological phase. He 
will show that the reclamation of mil- 
lions of acres of land now barren will 
afford opportunities for industrious 
men and women now crowded in the 
large cities to improve their condition 
and to add to the wealth of the na- 
tion. 
As showing the benefit that Los An- 
geles will derive from the prosecution 
of the work, attention fs called to the 
fact that of the 850.000 expended by the 
government in its preliminary work in 
the Salt River and Gila River valleys 
since September, $35.000 has been put 
out no this city.

The government engineers already 
have approved irrigation projects on 
the Salt and Giia rivers in Arisona, 
which, if carried through to comple- 
tion, will iInveive an expenditure of 
$2.500,000. One of the objects of the 
National Irrigation Association is to 
have this work done, and members of 
the organization say it can be done if 
the people will lend their support. 

The object of the association, as 
stated, is to keep the work in right 
lines and to keep the reclaimed lands 
out of the hands of speculators and de- 
liver them direct to the people. 

In a discussion of the diversion of 
water from the Coiorado River, the 
corrmnittee yesterday authoriged the 
appointment of a committee to co- 
operate with government authorities tn 
protecting the interests of the United 
States in the event that there should 
be international complications with 
Mexico. It was urged that Chairman 
Maxwell of the national association 
be Induced to return to Los Angeles 
as soon as possible to aid in the com- 
pletion of plans now in hand.

According to the programme as now 
mapped out, the President will arrive 
in Pasadena at 10:30 o'clock in the 
morning of May % and remain there 
till 12:30 p.m.

The Angele 
were willing to let the Pasadenans 
have the Chief Executive all of Fri- 
day afternoon, instead of only two 
hours in the morning. As now pro- 
vided the Crown of the Valley will not 
be favored with as long a visit from 
Mr. Roosevelt as the Angel City was 
willing to grant. 

But the Pree'dent has decided to stick 
to the originA! programme, and the 
cal committee yesterday telegraphed 
Senator Bard at Washington to notify 
“Teddy" that the people of Los Ange- 
les wil) defer to the President's wishes, 
and that his welcome here wil! be 
none the lees enthusiastic on account 
of the hour of his arrival and depar- 
ture, and that the preparations for his 
reception will not be diminished one 
jota by reason of having to crowd the 
two main events #0 close together. 

The Executive Committee met at the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday after- 
noon, and mapped out a sketch of the 
programme for the entertainment of 
the President during his stay in Las 
Angeles, to be submitted to Mr. Roose- 
velit for his approval. On receipt of 
information of his indorsement of the 
plan proposed. the detaile will be 
worked out and the various commit- 
tees that will assiet In his recension an! 
entertainment will be announced.

and su ntla!l bonding speaks for the 
solid future of a country just as ‘rich 
strikes’ betoken immediate fame. Will 
you pardon the repetition of an old 
expression’ Well, then. I would sug- 
geet that the vast territory of Alaska 
has scarcely been scratched by civil- 
iged man in his search for gold and 
the things he may sell for gold. Her 
wealth has been more than 
dreamed of.”

MOTHER SUING HER SON. 

BSANTA BARBARA, March 23.— 
Fraud and wicked deception are the 
grounds upon which an action was 
brought in the Superior Ceurt today 
against Juan B. Arellanes, a well-to-do 
rancher in the Santa Maria Valley, by 
his mother, Mrs. Josefa Ruig de Arell- 
anes. The alleged fraud and decep- 
tion, according to the complaint, was 
committed when the son induced his 
mother to deed to him over 2000 acres 
of the richest land in the northern 
part of Santa Barbara county while 
representing to her that the papers 
which she signed merely conveyed to 
him certain unimportant powers in the 
capacity of trustee and agent for her 
estate. The Arellanes family is one of 
the oldest and at one time was one of 
the wealthiest of the Spanish residents 
in the county, and the sult filed today, 
particulariy because of the charges 
which & mother brings against her son, 
is of unusual! interest. 

In the lengthy complaint Mrs. Are!!- 
anes states that in 1881, she proposed to 
her son that he take charge of her 
large rangho, which had been partly 
developed” into productive agricultural 
lands, and was well stocked with cattle 
and horees, as she was unable to at- 
tend to business affairs because of her 
inability to write or speak the English 
language. The proposition was ac- 
cepted, so the complaint sets forth, the 
gon agreeing to pay to his mother a 
proportion of the income sufficient to 
afford her a comfortable livelihood. One 
Gay cerjain papers were presented to 
her for ‘her signature, and she signed 
them with the belief that they related 
to current matters In connection with 
the ranch. It was net until twenty-two 
years later, Mrs. Arellanes says, that 
she discovered thal she had affixed her 
Signature to a deat. conveying title to 
ail she possessed to her son. She also 
deciares that during that long pertod 
she had received but little money out 
of the revenue derived from the ranch, 
eaithough there were large returns an- 
trually.
